Consul Hecnan at Odessa reports on 
a curious device to prevent nits carry­ 
ing contagious diseases Into ships.

The Russian au­ 
thorities furnish theso appliances and 
oblige all ships to use them whenever 
they corno from a part Infected with 
the plague, in order to prevent tho rats 
on the ship coming on shore. 
It is 
generally conceded that the plague has 
been carried and spread by rats which 
have left ships coming from infected 
ports. It is known that rata make use 
of the cable to come on shore, and this 
Iron pipe, with its funnel-shaped ar­ 
rangement was employed to prevent 
such visits, it possible. These devices 
are attached to each cable by which 
the ship is moored. In addition to this 
precaution the master of the ship Is 
obliged to take down his loading 
stages every night and erect 
them 
again the following morning In order 
to prevent the rata coming on shore 


The report of the medical register of

risk an even more important engage­ 
ment on the follow ing day, which was 
again justified by success. 
Ladysmith 
had been isolated 
and a Boer 
force 
had intercepted the railway between 
Ladysmith and 
Golenso. 
'rids force 
Friday had descended upon Colenso, 
and, as shown by the dispatches from 
Estcourt, 
had compelled a hurried 
abandonment of Colenso and a retire­ 
ment of the British to Estcourt. Gen. 
White had ascertained that the Boers 
were attacking Colenso, but he was 
not aware of the British retirement. 
Ile had decided, therefore,^to 
A tt a c k 
t h e 
B oer* 
in the rear, thus 
seeking to achieve 
Die double action of drawing off an 
attack on tho garrison at Colenso and 
probably 
reopening 
communication 
southward. 
The Boers had advanced 
southward until they had occupied the 
hills north of Tugela river and dom­ 
inated Col* nso on the rear side of the 
stream. The lulls shipt* to a plain that 
reach the banks of the Tugela.

W hite’s force caught tile Boers Iii the 
rear, and after 
the hills 
had been 
shelled Die 
British infantry stormed 
the position. 
Meanwhile the British 
cavalry swept around the plains with 
the storming force behind them mid

river before

cavalry 
charged and the Boers perished almost 
to a man. 
'rho British returned to 
Ladysmith without coining into touch 
with the Colenso garrison, which had 
retired to Estcourt. 
Sunday’s 
dispatch from 
Estcourt, 
however, showed 
that 
an 
armored 
train had been sent back to Colenso 
to repair the lino and the next news 
may possibly be of the restoration of 
communication with Ladysmith. 
While the British troops were thus 
engaged 
in successful 
endeavors to 
wipe out the Nocholson’s Nek disaster, 
the situation inside of Ladysmith, as 
shown by an office/ll 
dispatch from 
the general at, Estcourt, was not sat­ 
isfactory, encouraging a hope that Sir 
George White may yet 
C o m p le te ly R e t r i e v e 
his shaken 
reputation and 
that his 
force may 
emerge 
triumphant from 
the ordeal through which It is now 
passing. 
Lord Wolescley, eonimander-ln-chlef, 
has written to Lady Randolph Church­ 
ill, thanking her for the efforts of the 
American ladies in England in fitting 
out a hospital ship for South African 
waters.

more of the luxuries of life, we pre­ 
fer to lay up m oney, there are the 
w orld’s m ark ets to take the surplus 
products which we d o n ’t want for ou r­ 
selves. 
Our increased and increasing 
foreign trade sh o w s that we are ta k in g 
ad vantage of them, 
In a n y ease, so long as hum an nature 
Is what it is; so long as the m ore we 
can have the m ore we want, there will 
be no overproduction. 
In 
free-trade 
days we have more than once suffered 
from underconsum ption, but we have 
never yet had a ease of overproduction, 
and we are not likely to have such a 
case.

F rom all over the cou n try there are 
reports that the en ro llm en ts at public 
and private schools, from the prim ary 
grades to the u niversities, are larger 
this year than ever before. 
Som e in ­ 
crease m ight have been expected as a 
result of the stead y grow th of popula­ 
tion, but the m arked gain noted this 
season is m uch m ore largely due to the 
general prosperity of the country. Thus 
the good tim es that have resulted from

the earning power of both labor and 
capital and con trib ute to the com forts 
and n ecessities of daily life, but they 
open the w ay for m ore liberal ed u ca­ 
tion.

“Commercial Em pire and Protection”

contributed by Hon. Edward

Dingley to G unton’s Magazine for Oc­ 
tober. 
It is just now quite the fash­ 
ion among certain expounders of ‘’ad­ 
vanced” economic theory to assert th at 
protection has outlived whatsoever use­ 
fulness it ever had in the m atter of 
developing and sustaining domestic in­ 
dustries, and, in view of the new con­ 
ditions which have arisen, m ust now 
be greatly modified, or, better still, al­ 
together abandoned. 
Such is the pur­ 
port of an article in a recent num ber 
of the Forum, and to this proposition 
Mr. Dingley addresses himself with the 
vigor and zeal born of an Intense con­ 
viction th a t the abandonm ent of our 
•fixed national policy 
Just at a time 
when 
Its 
successful 
operation 
has 
wrought such splendid results would 
be an act of madness. 
It was by establishing and m aintain­ 
ing a protective tariff, as Mr. Dingley 
points out, that the founders of our 
republic, after having thrown ofT the 
political yoke of England, took steps 
to throw off the commercial and indus­ 
trial yoke which the “m other coun­ 
tr y ” had so firmly fastened upon 
the 
necks of the American people. 
How 
successful was this determ ination and 
w h a t magnificent results have flowed 
from the practical realization of 
the 
hopes of the fathers of the republic 
are m atters of history. 
Today the re­ 
public stands supreme among the n a­ 
tions of the earth —supreme, industrial­ 
ly, commercially, and financially; the 
home of the most prosperous and pow­ 
erful nation the world has ever known. 
After the lapse of a century from the 
passage by congress of the first tariff 
bill 
under 
the federal constitution, 
framed by Madison and approved by 
W ashington—an act "for the support 
of the government, for the discharge 
of debts of the United States, and for 
the protection of m anufactures”—the 
same fundam ental 
principles 
remain 
alive in the Dingley tariff law of to­ 
day: the raising of revenues and the 
encouragement of domestic industries. 
The effective m anner in which these 
principles are carried out under the 
existing tariff law, together with the 
dem onstrated fact that because of the 
increased 
employment 
and 
the 
in­ 
creased 
purchasing 
power 
of 
the 
people a protective tariff produces more 
revenue than a free-trade tariff, are 
m atters 
which 
Mr. Dlngley’s article 
emphasizes most convincingly. 
Simi­ 
larly cogent is his dem onstration th at 
the “home m arket can be preserved 
only by m aintaining to the highest pos- 
sible^degree the purchasing and con­ 
sum ing power of our own people.” This 
is the pivotal point of the whole ques­ 
tion. 
T urning to the question of commer­ 
cial supremacy, Mr. Dingley urges that 
“a nation m ust be industrially 
and 
financially supreme before it can be 
commercially supreme; 
it 
m ust 
be 
strong at home before it can be strong 
abroad.” 
It is for the full develop­ 
m ent and maintenance of this strength 
a t home th at the 
writer 
appeals—a 
strength 
which 
has

through protection, and which will re­ 
m ain with this nation as the result of 
steadfast persistence in the faith of 
th e 'fa th e rs who planned protection as 
the surest, the only, way to secure for 
their country absolute freedom, abso­ 
lute independence, absolute prosperity. 
If for no other reason than to serve 
notice upon all whom it may concern 
th a t protectionists see nothing in ex­ 
isting conditions which suggests the 
wisdom of abandoning the American 
policy, but are, on the contrary, firmer 
th an ever in their adherence to that 
policy, Mr. Dingley has done well to 
m ake public his views in the article 
in G unton’s from which we have quot­ 
ed. 
Protectionists know 
where they 
stand, and it is well that 
the “ad­ 
vanced” theory expounders should also 
know.

duction would be a reality. B ot Indus­ 
trial activity, with the increased work 
and wages which it means for every­ 
body, brings also increased consum p­ 
tion on the part of everybody.

days we have more than once suffered 
from underconsumption, but we have 
never yet had a case of overproduction, 
and we are not likely to have such a 
case.

about for some more available weapon 
to use against the protective tariff. The 
bugaboo they present is overproduction. 
This is a more subtle argum ent than 
th a t of the “ burden” criers, but not 
more sound. Facts are quite as strong 
against 
it. 
Farm ers, 
m anufacturers 
and m erchants all find a strong and 
steady demand for all their wares, and 
the prices are good. 
The demand for 
labor is unusually good, and is on the 
Increase. 
These are not the signs of 
overproduction. 
People don’t go on 
buying after they have had enough, 
and employers don’t continue to hire 
more laborers when they have products 
enough on hand to satisfy existing de­ 
mands. 
The ohances are th a t the free traders 
are not ait all sincere in their cry 
against overproduction; but, lf 
they 
are, it is only further evidence of their 
utter inability to understand economic 
principles. If the American people con­ 
sumed no more in times of Industrial 
activity, such as the present, than in 
tim es of Industrial depression, such as

other countries where capital has been 
effectively organized to drive our in­ 
dustries to the wall. 
No sane people 
will take such a risk, 
lf the trusts 
become oppressive the American peo­ 
ple will take them in hand and regu­ 
late them, but they will not commit 
the blunder of destroying the m anu­ 
facturing industries of the country in a 
senseless effort to avert an evil which 
may be remedied by a resort to sensi­ 
ble methods.—San Francisco Chron!* 
cie.

It is not right that a 
community with large railroad hold­ 
ing should be compelled to furnish 
fire and police protection for the 
railroad property and receive no 
revenues therefrom in return. 
The

would here if a test was made. 
If 
the gross earnings system is to be 
maintained the legislature should ap­ 
portion the tax received therefrom 
to the several counties, no that it 
can be divided into the city, town 
and school fund, and not used ex­ 
clusively for state purposes.

The decision was reached the other 
afternoon at a regular mooting of the 
club, after the reading of a paper by 
Miss Armstrong, in which tho evils re­ 
sulting from tight lacing were set forth 
in detail. 
About 50 women were pres­ 
ent. 
The paper created a lively discus­ 
sion, at the close of which a resolution 
indorsing Miss Armstrong’s views was 
unanimously adopted. 
Tho Oakland Good Health club was 
organized about two years ago by Mrs. 
Eleanor Hutchinson, who is an advo­ 
cate of Ralston ism. the object of which 
is stated in tin* club’s prospectus to be 
“ to teach people the importance of 
health while it remains and also to aid 
those who are suffer ing to form an alli­ 
ance with nature by conforming to a 
cereal, fruit, fish and chicken diet.” 
They also have a system of light ath­ 
letics, early walks in the dew and early 
hours for retiring. 
Home months ago a few of the more 
enthusiastic members, to whom chicken 
gruel and cracked wheat had come to 
represent a full banquet, began to agi­ 
tate the subject of dress reform.

Dr. C. C. Cloaaon of H arvard, a grad­ 
uate in sociology, is at Stanford uni­ 
versity, in Hart Francisco, ( ’a1., meas­ 
uring the head# of the student# in the 
gyfrinaeinm in an effort to determine 
what influence tho shape of tho human 
head has on race movement# and devel­ 
opment#. 
He tokes the length and 
breath of the skull and asks questions 
about the occupation, character, health 
and movement# of the wtudent’# ances­ 
tors. 
Dr. Closson i# one of a new school of 
•dentists in anthropology who have 
taken up this unique lino of investiga­ 
tion. Interest in the matter originated 
from the report of a commission organ­ 
ised in the grand duchy of Baden 
nnder the direction of La Ponge, to 
obtain a scientific description of the 
population. 
The scientists found there was a dif­ 
ference between the shape of the heads 
of the urban and the rural population. 
Tho largo m ajority of the latter were 
•hort or bread headed, the former long 
of narrow headed. 
As the latter, 
which is the north European type, is 
the more energetic, nervous and mi­ 
gratory, the theory was advanced that 
the difference in head shape might ac­ 
count for the movements of men and 
nations. 
The Baden commission examined 20, 
OOO persons. It found that the mass of 
the upper class and most of those who 
moved from the country into the city 
were of the long headed typo and that 
this typo of men dwell chiefly in the 
north of Europe, which has taken more 
than its share in the migratory move­ 
ment to the United States. In the south 
of Germany and Franco the broad head­ 
ed typo predominated.

Side—A Clone Call, In W hich the 
Man J oat Humped W ith Hts Life. 


To roll down a snow covered moun­ 
tain side tightly clasped in the embrace 
of a grizzly bear is an experience few 
men pass through and live tonsil. But 
that is what happened to Frank Lecky 
of Fresno, and when it waa all over he 
had only a few scratches and braises 
and a big bearskin to abow as signs of 
bis terrible encounter.

W om en and children are not 
infrequently poisoned by h andling the 
plant and getting the juice on th e face.

Goats will eat the plant extensively if 
nothing better presents itself, and it 
is said th a t their milk th en possesses 
all of the venomous properties of the 
plant. 
W h e n applied to th e skin the 
juice causes redness, itching, pimples 
and sometim es gangrene, 
the

often lasting more th an a week. 
The 
seed taken internally in overdose will 
inflame the m outh and stom ach, and 
cause intense d iarrhoea and vomiting, 
if the dose is sufficient there will he 
nervous 
disorders, 
unconsciousness, 
general collapse and death.

Scions should come from fruit h ear­ 
ing trees.

propagation. 
It is a well know n law

rt quently spreads from them to the 
arms. 
In m a n y instances these in tr o ­ 
duced species could have been easily 
destroyed upon their first appearance 
in the cities and towns, and millions 
□f dollars’ d am age to the farm ers th u s 
averted.

Women and children are not 
infrequently poisoned by handling the 
plant and getting the juice on the face. 
Cattle are quite resistant to its influ­ 
ence, but they are sometimes overcome. 
Goats will eat the plant extensively if 
nothing better presents itself, and it 
is said that their milk then possesses 
all of the venomous properties of the 
plant. 
When applied to the skin the 
juice causes redness, itching, pimples 
and sometimes gangrene, 
the 
effect 
often lasting more than a week. The 
seed taken internally in overdose will 
inflame the mouth and stomach, and 
cause intense diarrhoea and vomiting. 
If the dose is sufficient there will be 
nervous 
disorders, 
unconsciousness, 
general collapse and death.

Source of Scions. 
Scions should come from fruit bear­ 
ing trees. 
We insist that the weak­ 
ness or disposition to form only wood 
buds and runners 
is 
inherited, and 
therefore no tree or plant known to 
be unfruitful should ever be used for 
propagation. 
It is a well known law 
af nature that when any power or 
faculty is not used for a long period 
it will become dormant and 
finally 
iisappear, and when a plant through 
bad propagation or otherwise becomes 
in habitual wood bud maker it is not 
easily persuaded by any system of till­ 
age to return to fruitage. I have long 
felt that the practice of taking scions 
from nursery rows through many gen­ 
erations without allowing them to bear 
fruit is wrong. 
Such trees are 
pot 
Dilly late in coming into bearing, but 
.hey are easily exhausted aud in this 
weakened condition readily fall a vic­ 
tim to insects or fungi, and I beg to 
express ray conviction that this has 
contributed more to the present de­ 
plorable condition of

orchards 
than any other one thing.—R. M. Kel­ 
logg.

Migratory Weed*. 
Injurious migratory weeds are usu 
ally first introduced into cities and 
spread from them to the farms, says

weed first appeared about cities in the 
south, and is now spreading to the 
grazing lands and cotton fields.

Canada thistle in its progress across 
the continent has been distributed by 
railways, first to the cities. 
Prickly 
lettuce has usually been first observed 
in cities and towns In its remarkably 
rapid spread over the country. The 
Russian thistle was first introduced 
into the United States on a farm, but 
oeing taken to the cities, it now most 
frequently spreads from them to the 
farms. In many instances these intro­ 
duced species could have been easily 
destroyed upon their first appearance 
in the cities and towns, and millions 
af dollars’ damage to the farmers thus 
averted.

Good and Poor Cider.—Cider made 
from windfalls and green apples, which 
contain a much less 
proportion 
of 
sugar than ripe apples, is consequently 
the poorest, being sour and watery. 
Where the apples are green but well 
matured, the quality of the cider made 
from them will be found vastly im­ 
proved by the simple proces of throw­ 
ing them in small piles in the orchard 
and allowing them to ripen. When a 
first-class cider is desired it is neces­ 
sary to select the fruit If you have 
been In the habit of throwing in half­ 
matured, partially rotten aud all sorts 
of fruit, try by way of experiment a 
press full of well-matured, solid apples, 
free from dirt. 
Filter through a clean 
muslin cloth, and the result will be a 
surprise.

Within tHr* last fifty years over GO,000 
! words and phrases have crept into the 
English language, some of them for 
hm an ephemeral existence, while oth­ 
ers which were but a short time ago 
■ classed as slang or vulgarisms are to- 
j day permanent parts of the language. 
1 Unless the origin of a slang word is 
known it is almost impossible to tell 
how long it has been in use. 
Many 
words originate in one p a n of the 
country, where they may keep their 
peculiar significance, but by the time 
they 
have 
traveled a few hundred 
miles they have an entirely different 
meaning. The following are a few ex­ 
amples of modern slang: 
“Cinch” for 
sinecure, “come-on” for one uninitiat­ 
ed in some game or business, a “good 
thing" or an “easy m ark ” for one pe­ 
culiarly gullible, “up against it” and 
“oil the hog.” 
The phrase “on tho 
hog,” which means to be financially 
embarrassed, 
originated 
in 
Chicago 
several years ago, when the price of 
pork fell many points on the produce 
exchange, 
of course many persons 
who had bought pork when it was high 
lost considerable money, and it became 
common to say, “ ! hear so and so lost 
money ‘on the hog. 
Con-game” is 
another expression of western birth. 
Several years ago there was a well- 
known card sharper in the west of tho 
name of Connor, but better known by 
his nickname. “Con.” 
His cleverness 
at cards became so widely known that 
any person who was thought to he par­ 
ticularly sharp at card playing was 
said to he playing a “con” game. 
The 
word “bogus,” meaning counterfeit or 
false, though commonly used now, was 
looked upon at one time as being as 
inelegant an expression as con game is 
today, and its origin was somewhat 
similar. 
Over half a century ago a 
man of the name of Borgheso did a 
tremendous business in the way of 
supplying the great west and portions 
of the southwest with counterfeit bills 
and bills of fictitious banks. 
Western­ 
ers fell into the habit of shortening the 
name to Bogus, and his bills, as well as 
all others of like character, were uni­ 
versally styled by them as bogus cur­ 
rency. 
The ivord "lobster” has come 
into uso lately as a contemptuous ad­ 
jective. This word acquired the later- 
day meaning on the race course, when 
track followers got Into tho habit of 
saying that a slow horse ran like a 
lobster.

The nobility of Russia In each and 
every province, who form a kind of 
corporation in the eyca of the govern­ 
ment. with a marshal at its head, are 
to be allowed 
to 
establish 
special 
boarding-houses or homes for those of 
their children who attend the middle- 
class schools, but quite separate from 
such schools. 
The government under­ 
takes to pay the full cost of establish­ 
ing these institutions, which will come 
under the supreme control of the m in­ 
ister of public instruction, 
and 
in 
which tiie pupils an- to receive hoard, 
lodging, clothing, linen, boots, school 
books, 
pecuniary 
assistance and, If 
necessary, personal help in doing their 
home lessons after school hours. 
The 
government also engages to pay half 
the yearly cost of supporting them. The 
preference 
in accepting 
boarders as 
well as gratuitous maintenance will be 
given to the children whose fathers 
hold any official post in the corpora­ 
tion of their class or in the zemstvos, 
or who have formerly held any such 
post for not less a period than nine 
years. 
The nobility are also granted 
the right of founding scholarships for 
t h d r boys In the higher and Interme­ 
diary establishments of education, for 
which the government 
likewise 
pro­ 
vides half the necessary funds. At the 
same time an annual sum of 186,7.r»0 
rubles will be paid out of the Imperial 
exchequer for the free education of 4If* 
boys in two of the new military cadet 
schools. 
This curious piece of class 
legislation will give the landed nobili­ 
ty of Russia a far cheaper education for 
their children than any that is put in 
the way of the other antiquated social 
categories Into which the Russian pop­ 
ulation is still divided.

Within the last fifty years over GO,OOO 
words and phrases have crept into ihe 
English language, some of them for 
hut an ephemeral existence, while oth­ 
ers which were but a short time ago 
classed as slang or vulgarisms are to­ 
day permanent parts of the language. 
Unless the origin of a slang word is 
known it is almost impossible to tell 
how long it has been in use. 
Many 
words originate in one part of the 
country, where they may keep their 
peculiar significance, but by the time 
they 
have 
traveled a few hundred 
miles they have an entirely different 
meaning. The following are a few ex­ 
amples of modern slang: 
"Cinch” for 
sinecure, “comc-on" for one uninitiat­ 
ed in some game or business, a ‘ good 
thing” or an “easy m ark” for one pe­ 
culiarly gullible, “up against It” and 
“on the hog.” 
The phrase "on the 
hog,” which means to be financially 
embarrassed, 
originated 
in 
Chicago 
several years ago, when the price of 
pork fell many points on the produce 
exchange. 
Of course many persons 
who had bought pork when it was high 
lost considerable money, and it became 
common to say, “I hear so and so lost 
money ‘on the hog.’ ” 
“Con-game” is 
another expression of western birth. 
Several years ago there was a well­ 
known card sharper in the west of the 
name of Connor, but better known by 
his nickname, “Con.” 
His cleverness 
at cards became so widely known that 
any person who was thought to be par­ 
ticularly sharp at card playing was 
said to be playing a “con” game. The 
word “bogus,” meaning counterfeit or 
false, though commonly used now, was 
looked upon at one time as being as 
inelegant an expression as con game Is 
today, and its origin was somewhat 
similar. 
Over half a century ago 
man of the name of Borghese did 
tremendous business in the way of 
supplying the great west and portions 
of the southwest with counterfeit bills 
and bills of fictitious banks. Western­ 
ers fell into the habit of shortening the 
name to Bogus, and his bills, as well as 
all others of like character, were uni­ 
versally styled by them as bogus cur­ 
rency. 
The word “lobster” has come 
into use lately as a contemptuous ad­ 
jective. This word acquired the later- 
day meaning on tho race course, when 
track followers got into the habit of 
saying that a slow horse ran like a 
lobster.—New York Sun.

EDUCATING RUSSIAN NOBLES. 


F ree Schools 
to 
He 
E sta b lish e d 
fo r 
R ich C hildren. 
The nobility of Russia In each and 
every province, who form a kind oI 
corporation In the eyes of. the govern­ 
ment, with a marshal at its head, are 
to be allowed 
to 
establish 
special 
boarding-houses or homes for those of 
their children who attend the middle­ 
class schools, but quite separate from 
such schools. The government under­ 
takes to pay the full cost of establish­ 
ing these Institutions, which will come 
under the supreme control of the min­ 
ister of public Instruction, 
and 
In 
which the pupils are to receive board, 
lodging, clothing, linen, boots, school 
books, 
pecuniary 
assistance and, l f 
necessary, personal help in doing their 
home lessons after school hours. The 
government also engages to pay half 
the yearly cost of supporting them. The 
preference 
in accepting 
boarders as 
well as gratuitous maintenance will be 
given to the children whose fathers 
hold any official post in the corpora­ 
tion of their class or in Hie zemstvos. 
or who have formerly held any such 
post for not less a period than nine 
years. 
The nobility are also granted 
the right of founding scholarships for 
their boys in the higher and interme­ 
diary establishments of education, for 
which the government 
likewise 
pro­ 
vides half the necessary funds. At the 
same time an annual sum of 186,7.r»0 
rubles will be paid out of the imperial 
exchequer for the free education of 416 
boys in two of the new military cadet 
schools. 
This curious piece of class 
legislation will give the landed nobili­ 
ty of Russia a far cheaper education for 
their children than any that is put In 
the way of the other antiquated social 
categories into which the Russian pop­ 
ulation is still divided.

To a D i s p a t c h representa­ 
tive, Mr. Jackson expressed himself 
as well pleased at the m anner in 
which all three institut ions are kept. 
The jail he says is bad and poorly 
fitted for the 
purpose 
intended. 
However, the worst defects can be 
remedied at comparatively no cost. 
The walls should be whitewashed, 
and a new floor constructed, the 
present one being in bad shape. 
An 
iron or steel roof or ceiling is an ab­ 
solute necessity, as a prisoner could 
go through the present one with a 
jack knife. 
The lock-up was good, 
almost a model institution for the 
use intended. 
The poor house lie 
considers not properly constructed, 
but he was lavish in his praise of 
the splendid way in which the house 
and rooms are kept, and in the splen­ 
did treatm ent of the inmates. 
He 
considers it one of the very neatest 
and best kept places of this char­ 
acter under his jurisdiction. 
Mr. 
Jackson talked entertainingly of the 
subject of prisons and correctional 
institutions and said that Minnesota 
was slowly getting the best institu­ 
tions of this character in the coun­ 
try, not the most expensive, but the 
best adapted to the use intended.

The jail he says is bad and poorly 
fitted for the 
purpose intended. 
However, the worst defects can be 
remedied ut comparatively no cost. 
The walls should be whitewashed, 
and a new lioor constructed, the 
present one being in bad shape. An 
iron Or steel roof or ceiling is an ab­ 
solute necessity, as a prisoner could 
go through the present one with a 
jack knife. 
The lock-up was gpod, 
almost a model institution for the 
use intended. 
The poor house he 
considers not properly constructed, 
but he was lavish in his praise of 
the splendid way in which tho house 
and rooms are kept, aud in the splen­ 
did treatment* of Hie inmates. 
He 
considers it one of the very neatest 
and best kept places of this char­ 
acter under his jurisdiction. 
Mr. 
Jackson talked entertainingly of the 
subject of prisons and correctional 
institutions and said that Minnesota 
was slowly getting the best institu­ 
tions of this character in the coun­ 
try, not the most expensive, but the 
best adapted to the use intended.
